Private Stockton was decorated for 
unusual bravery in action near Lnn- 
dres-ct-St. Georges, France, October 
14, 1918. After working all morning 
in rescuing wounded. Boldiers, Privote 
Stockton, a stretcher bearer, learned 
that a man from another company was 
lying wounded In a shell hole, one hun- 
dred yards in advance of the com- 
pany's position. Ignoring all warnings 
as to the danger Involved, he and 
another stretcher bearer crawled to 
the shell hole under violent machine 
gun lire and found that the man was 
so severely, wounded that he could 
only l>e carried on a litter. Although 
the wounded soldier attempted to dis- 
Ruade him from so doing. Private 
Stockton returned to our line, secured 
a litter and proceeded once more to 
the shell hole In direct view of the 
enemy and under the most intense 
Are from machine guns 250 yard* 
away.

Private Berkeley (deceased) was 
decorated for conspicuous gaj[antry In 
action near Pouilly, France, November 
9, 1918. When information was de- 
sired as to the enemy's position on 
the opposite side of the river Meuse, 
Private Barkeley, with another sol- 
dier, volunteered without hesitation 
and swam the river to reconnolter the 
exact location. He succeeded In reach- 
ing the opposite bank, despite the evi- 
dent determination of the enemy to pre* 
vent a crossing. Having obtained his 
Information, he again entered the 
water for his return, but before his 
goal was reached, he was Seized with 
rramps and drowned. His mother, 
Mrs. Antonio Barkeley, lives in San 
Antonio, Tex. 

FRANK J. BART, 
Private, Co. C, 9th Infantry. 

Private Bart was decorated for con- 
spicuous gallantry in action with the 
enemy near Medeah farm, France, Oc- 
tober 8, 1918. Private Bart, being on 
duty as a company runner, when the 
advance was held up by machine gun 
Are, voluntarily picked up an auto- 
matic rifle, ran out ahead of the line, 
and silenced a hostile machine gun 
nest, killing the German gunners. The 
advance then continued and, when ft 
was again hindered shortly afterward 
by another machine gun nest, this 
courageous soldier repeated his bold 
exploit by putting the second machine 
gun out of action. His home address 
is Newark, N. J.' 

ARTHUR L. WALTERS, 
Sergeant, Company B, 2nd Ammunition 
Train. 

Sergeant Walters risked his life to 
save others while on duty near Beau- 
mont, France, November 9, 1918, there- 
by winning the Distinguished Service 
Cross. Sergeant Walters was In charge 
of a company of ammunition trucks 
which was halted In the town. An 
enemy shell struck the train and set 
one of the trucks on fire. Although 
knocked down by the explosion, Ser- 
geant Walters qulckiy recovered him- 
self and moved his convoy to safety, 
after which he returned and, Jump- 
ing to the wheel of the blazing truck, 
drove to a place where lt no longer 
endangered the lives of others. He 
then extinguished the fire, saving both 
truck and ammunition.

WALDO M. HATLER, 

Sergeant, Co. B, 356th Infantry. 
Sergeant Ha tier was decorated for 
exceptional heroism in action near 
Pouilly, France, November 8, 1918. 
While a member of a patrol sent to 
reconnolter the banks of the Meuse 
river, when all means of crossing the 
river had been destroyed, Sergeant 
Hatler and another soldier volunteered 
to swim across, though the other bank 
was held in force by the enemy. His 
companion was seized with the cramps 
caused by the cold water and 
drowned, but Sergeant Hatler con- 
tinued on and, after securing the In- 
formation desired, swam back again 
and made his report. Sergeant Hat- 
ler's home Is in Neosho, Mo.

Corporal Allen won the Distin- 
guished Service Cross for bravery in 
action near Cantigny, France, May 22, 
1918. During a heavy bombardment 
of the front line, although severely In- 
jured by the explosion of a shell, which 
burled two comrades, he promptly and 
courageously dug them out with his 
hands and took them to shelter, being 
subjected all the time to severe fire of 
shell and shrapnel. Corporal Allen's 
home is In Leesvllle, La.

Corporal, Co. D, 106th Infantry. 

Corporal Sager was decorated for 
extraordinary heroism in action near 
Ronssoy, France, September 29, 1918. 
Upon being wounded in the band, Cor- 
poral Sager bandaged the wound him- 
self and advancing alone toward ma- 
chine gun nests, which were holding 
up his company, was killed after pro- 
ceeding only a short distance. Cor- 
poral Sager's widow lives in Buffalo,

Followed by two soldiers at 26 
yards the officer went out ahead of 
Ms first line toward a machine gun 
neat and worked hla way around Its 
Hank while the two soldier, remained 
in front. When he got within 10 yard, 
of the gun it ceased firing and four 
of the enemy appeared, three of whom 
were shot by Lieut. Woodflll. The 
fourth, an officer, rushed at Lieut, i 
Woodflll who attempted to club the 
officer with the rifle in his hand. Af- 
I ter a hand-to-hand struggle Lieut, 
j Woodflll killed the officer with hla 
pistol. His company thereupon con- 
tinued to advance until shortly after- 
, ward another machine gun nest waa 
encountered. Caling upon his men to 
follow Lieut Woodflll rushed ahead 
of hie line In the face of a heavy lire 
trom the enemy, and when several of 
the enemy appeared above the nest 
he shot them, capturing three other 
members of the crew and silencing 
the gun. A few. minutes lajer thfs of- 
ficer, for #e third &me L demonstrat- 
ed conspicuous daring by charging 
mother machine gun position, killing 
Ave men la one machine gun pit with 
his rifle, He then drew his revolver 
and started to Jumn into the pit when 
two other gunners, only a few yard, 
iway, turned their gun on him. Fail- 
tog to kill them witfi his revolver. he< 
grabbed a pick lying nearby and "killed 
them both. Inspired by his excep- 
tlrnal courage his men pressed on to 
their objective under severe shell and 
machine gun fire." 

It Is up to us to finish the Job for 
which these men fought and died 
that the United States of America is 
aow calling on all patriotic men and 
women to subscribe to the 'Victory 
Loan."

Became Suspicious of Letter and Hun 
Later Was Run 

Down. 

London. — How the first German spy 
In England after the outbreak of the 
world war was detected through a let- 
ter which fell into the hands of a 
woman postal censor has Just been 
disclosed. 

"I was suspicious of his letter when 
I first saw it," she declared. "The 
writing was In lines half an Inch apart 
I could discover nothing wrong, how- 
ever, until I noticed a peculiar little 
mark, almost indistinguishable, at the 
bottom of a page. I could nbt explain 
it Experiment proved that it had 
been made by invisible Ink. The vis- 
ible writing was innocent Itself, but 
the Invisible writing told of move- 
ments of ships and s^djers, of forti- 
fications and docks. The letter wound 
up with : Tomorrow Dublin.' To 
Dublin the Hun went and his letter 
from Ireland was further evidence of 
his guilt. He was caught on arrival 
in London and his execution followed." 

According to government officials, 
women have been far quicker In spot- 
ting spies than men, many instances 
being recorded in which woman's In- 
tuition has led to experiments which 
have produced startling results. 

Until recently the postal censor em- 
ployed 3,800 women and 1,000 men. 
They were fluent in 34 languages.

272,373,714 Net Ton* Estimated Pro- 
duction for 1918 In Penn- 
sylvania Field. 

Harrlsburg, Pa. — Pennsylvania's 
coal production during 1918 is esti- 
mated at 272,373,741 net ton6 by offi- 
cials of the state department of mines. 
It is estimated that 99,514,334 tons 
were anthracite and 172,859,880 tons 
bituminous. The production In 1917 
amounted to 271,519,710 toni 

The number of employees In the 
anthracite region Is given as 147,868 
and in the bituminous region 172,600. 
The coke production was about 24,- 
000,000 net tons. 

The number of fatal mining acci- 
dents during the year was 1.044, of 
which B49 occurred In the anthracite 
mines and 495 In the bituminous. In 
1817 there were 1,075 accidents.

Its seaworthiness has been demon- 
strated In the official trials, according 
to reports to the navy department 
While it is admitted the Eagle doea 
not make the speed of the average 
destroyer, it Is claimed that It can out- 
distance most submarines and the 
razor-like edge of the bow silently 
but eloquently tells what would have 
happened had it come in contact with 
the German undersea pirate. 

Vessel U Compact. 

Built with utility as Its prime pur- 
pose, seemingly not an inch of space 
is wasted in the fitting of the vessel, 
and not an ounte of superfluous 
weight enters Its construction. When 
dropped into the water ready for the 
installation of Its engines, guns, etc., 
less than 200 tons of material have 
beep riveted together to shape the 
Eagle boat 

The piRtes that form the shell of 
the submarine chasers vary in thick- 
ness from one-fourth to three-eighths 
Inch, and not a single forging or 
rolled beam enters their makeup. 
Everything Is pressed from sheet 
metal, cold, by means of machinery 
that cuts every piece to an exact pat- 
tern, punches rivet holes and bends 
the Interior part to required shape. 

Amidships rises the deckhouse, 
topped by the pilot-house, with radio 
quarters, and above all the conning 
tower, with the crow's nest at the 
highest point. Except for tins super- 
structure, the deck' of the Eagle cur- 
ries alwjys the "strlppcd-for-nction" 
appearance.

FORCED TO WAIT fOR NEWS 

People Got Information Slowly Before 
the Invention of the Telegraph 
and the "Wlrele**." 

Today when the latest news of the 
day Is flashed all ovei the world by 
wire ami wireless, we are apt to 
forget the difficulties of gathering 
news before telegraphs were in geu- 
ernl operation. The earliest fast news 
courier service of record was reported 
by Marco Polo, who relates that Geng- 
his Khan, ruler of Chinese Tartnry In 
the thirteen Hi century, sent relays of 
couriers across the country, covering 
about 300 miles each day. 

David Hale, manager of the New 
York Journal of Commerce from 1S27 
until jnme time In the 30's, found his 
pu|>er shut out of a news-gathering 
combination, so he organized an inde- 
pendent service. He first crented a 
private news bont service, which en- 
abled him to scoop all his competitors 
In bringing the first news of the French 
revolution to this country. During the 
exciting period of Jackson's adminis- 
tration he established a horseback ex- 
press service from Philadelphia to 
New York, which resulted In the insti- 
tution of the celebrated "Halifax ex- 
press." 

Richard Haughton, founder of the 
Boston Atlas, used relays of horses to 
gather election news in Massachu- 
setts, and he was able to print the 
returns of the election of 1830 at 9 
o'clock on the morning after election.

In estimating the change in the 
budget as a whole the constituent 
items have been given the following 
relative importance: Food, 43 per 
per cent of the total; shelter, 18 per 
cent; clothing 13 per cent; fuel, heat 
and light, 6 per cent; sundries, 20 
per cent 

These percentages are averages of 
the actual expenditures of several 
thousand families, based on the re- 
sults of investigations by authqrative 
agencies. While families differ in 
the apportionment of their incomes 
among the separate budget items, the 
distribution of normal families does 
not vary widely from these averages. 

Hence, with any reasonable allo- 
cation of items in the budget, chang- 
es in the total cost of living are fair- 
ly uniform, and an estimate of 60 to 
sixty-five per cent increase between 
July, 1914 and March, 1919, is broad- 
ly representative. It should be em- 
phasized, however, that conditions 
among different families in different 
sections of the country may at times 
necessitate a slight revision of these 
averages to make the applicable in 
specific cases. 

This is especially true in the case 
of rents. With the data here given, 
however, the estimates can easily be 
modified to meet local conditions.
